During each winter for two or three 


years after he had reached the age o 
seven Andrew Jackson wns sent to th 
old Held school of a Mr. Branch. AJtte 
this he attended the select school whlc 
a Presbyterian preacher, the Rev. Dr 
David Humphreys, taught in the Wax 
haw settlement. He appears to bay 
been going to this higher school in th 
spring of 1780, when the Inroad of Tar 
letou created a panic In that portion o 
tbe Carolines. At some later period o 
his youth he la suld to have attended 
the old Quceu college or seminary a 
Charlotte a couple of terms, but thi 
time Is not definitely known. 


As to education, therefore, It may be 


safely stated that Andrew Jackson en 
joyed uiur.b more than the ordinary ad 
vantage of a bnckwooJs boys of his 
time At tbe nge of ten he bad become 
so good a reader that he wus often 
chosen to rend the newspaper to the 
assembled neighbors, and he remem- 
bered with pride lu after years that he 
had thus bad the honor of "reading out 
loud" the Declaration of Independence 
upon Its arrival lu the Waxhawa. For 
a lad of ten this was, indeed, some- 
thiug to remember with honest pride — 
Thomas E. Watson lu Watson's Jeffer- 
sonlnii Mngnziue.

He protested 
vigorously against the 


Rlley resolution for the creation of a 
commission, and an appropriation of 
$100,000 for a resurvey by the state of 
the 12,000 miles of railroads in Penn- 
sylvania. Byj a vote of three to one the 
bill was reported favorably. The old 
war horse lamented that It was the 
first time In 27 years that he had been 
turned down by his own committee. 


Some of the members, fearing that 


Cooper would endeavor to smothe 
anything affecting the railroads tba 
might come to his committee, made re- 
quest that Mils presented by them at 
fectlng the railroads should be referred 
to the corporations committee. How 
ever, with the experience of the Rlley 
bill as a guide, members of the house 
need fear no trouble of that kind If 
their bills are sent to the railroad 
committee.

bossed. 
United States Senator Boies 


Penrose, who was supposed to run 
things politically in the state, Is keep- 
ings hands off figuratively and liter- 
ally. He will not even be in Harris- 
burg during the session and has no 
one here representing him so far as 
can be ascertained. 


The fact is Senator Penrose Is too 


wise a politician to interfere He knows 
that it would be of no use to do so, and 
then it might kindle afresh a spirit of 
political anarchy or that which very 
closely approaches it Penrose knows 
when to let the bear's tail alone. 


Marvin, of Pike county, came to the 


legislature as a Republican represen- 
tative and is the flrst Republican elect 
ed from that county of rocks ana Dem- 
ocrats In 90 years. He brought with 
him a bill providing for a new method 
of distribution of the tax on foreign 
railroad companies doing business in 
the state of Pennsylvania, The present 
tax is on real estate and is distributed 
in proportion to the value of the real 
estate of the companies in the various 
counties in which It Is located. Mar- 
vin's bill makes the distribution on a 
basis of the mileage to the ffountles 
through which the railroads run.

for Pike county, but a very bad thing 


have been dona In the erection' and 
furnishment of the capitol building th« 
penitentiary will do the rost.

Bill to Publish New Laws In Paper.. 


Harry Thompson, of Blair, wants 


the people to know what Is going 
on In the legislature, and has intro- 
duced a bill providing that all acts of 
the assembly and concuuient resolu- 
tions that are passed be printed in 
three newspapers In every county of 
the state One of the newspapers shall 
repiesent the minority party of tho 
state. 
It is provided, however, that 


the publication shall not be in more 
than two newspapers of a county, 
should the secretory of tho common- 
wealth deslie to limit the number. It 
Is also piovidcd that In cities of tho 
flrst class (Philadelphia) four news- 
papers shall bo used. 
The late for 


such publication Is fixed at 40 cents 
for every 100 words, regaidless of tho 
ciiculation of the paper, or of where 
It Is located in the state. 


The labor people aro getting Into

A large number of miners 


and oniclals of the United Mine Work- 
ers of Ameiica are here In the Interest 
of a new mining law, which was diawn 
up to take the place of the present 
mining laws. It is a voluminous doc- 
ument, coveilng 68 pages of t>pewi It- 
ten matter, and relates to bituminous 
mining 
Its purpose Is to make more 


stringent the laws for tho protection of 
the lives and health of miners 
Dan- 


iel Boden, of Allegheny, a member of 
the lower house, was entrusted with 
the responsibility of enginoeilng the 
measure thiough the legislature 


There aie about 10 other bills In 


committees relating to labor, the piin- 
clpal one being to regulate child la- 
bor. 
Another provides foi the repeal 


of the trespass law of 1906. 


To entourage the growth of forest 


trees IB the purpose of a bill piesented 
in the house by Biann, of Warren 
It 


provides for the establishment of aux- 
iliary forest leserves 
The bill pro- 


vides that, "in cider to encourage the 
growing of such trees as will at the 
proper age be suitable for merchant- 
able timber and sawed lumber, wheth- 
er such be of natuial production or 
from seed sown, or trees planted out 
or all combined, all surface lands not 
suitable for agi(culture which may be 
set apart, according to the provisions 
of this act, and exclusively used for 
growing such trees, are heieby con- 
stituted a separate and distinct class 
of lands to be known as auxiliary for- 
est reserves." 


"The Legislative Club." 


"The Legislative Club" Is the name 


of the new organization that has been 
formed by the country members That 
much good will result from this or- 
ganization is generally believed 
One 


of the objects of this organization is 
to support the good loads legislation. 
A great many bills for the improve- 
ment of the highways of the state have 
been presented, some of which aro 
good and some that may be considered 
questionable, but all have the same end 
in view—the Improvement ot Pennsyl- 
vania's highways. It is the intention 
of those prominent In the good toads 
movement to get together, and from 
the bills that have been introduced 
get up some sort of measure that will 
bring the required results. The Leg- 
islative Club will take an active part 
in the framing of this legislation. 


All the newspaper publishers of the. 


tote are to be invited to apear before 
the house judiciary committee to give 
their views regarding the bill repeal- 
Ing the Salus-Grady libel law, better 
known as the "press muzzier." There 
is to be a full and free discussion of 
the question, and the prospects are 
that the muzzier will be laid to rest. 
A great many legislators have gone 
on record as favoring the repeal of the 
law. It was passed for the purpose o( 
"jollying" former Governor Samuel W 
Pennypacker. 
It served Its purpose, 


but has never done much muzzling. 


The house education committee will 


give a hearing on Wednesday night in 
the hall of the house of representa- 
tives to the advocates of the teachers' 
pension act. 
This measure Is being 


advocated by the State Teachers' As- 
sociation, which has appointed a com- 
mittee to take charge of the campaign 
for its passage.

Distinguished Men of Foreign Lands 


Who Resided Here Long Ago. 


From one of tht local historical sketches 


tarnished tile Gazette over twenty years 
ago by the late William Kinsey, we re- 
print the follonine 


Bristol in her early nays was noted for 


Its distinguished men who made choice 
ol the borough as a place of residence in 
preference to citlea and larger towns 
Representatives from 
foreign govern- 


ments fo tho United States resided here. 
Ihe first I remember was James Sime 
Ento, Minister from ths court of Spain. 
He resided In tbe bouse owned by Charles 
lenton on Badolifle street 
He had a 


miniature fort built at tbo foot of tho lot 
fating tho river on which was mounted 
two small brais gnns 
They were fired 


npon all public occasions in Spain and tho 
United Statea 
On the flag staff wore two 


sets of ha!>arcs, one lor the Spanish and 
the olher for the American flags. They 
wore generally rnn np together 
On one 


occasion, the Fourth of July, he directed 
Willam Oosllne, who haa charge of the 
boats, to run up tho flans. Oosline run 
up tho Stars and Stripes first then the 
Spanish flag When Sime Ento saw the 
Amsrioan flag floating over that of hi. 
country he wished to know the reason 
Ooslm said "My country's first, then all 
othor flags ariorwards ' 
Ihe minister 


replied, "Your are one grand American 
Come In, wo wll] drink the health of our 
sovereigns " Ho kepi a splendid span of 
horses and a carriage of beautiful work- 
manship, which was much admired when 
ho roclo out. with bis attondants drfesed in

He was a widower 


and his family consisted of himself and a 
son, with a large retinue of servants. 


Mr Sime Ento gave splendid enter-

Then a husky laj takes a sort of cle 
er and cuts the pumpkin Into large 
pieces, which are fed Into a steam 
chopping machine and reduced to small 
fragments. These nre placed In a huge 
copper bollor capable of holding p*er 
haps twenty-flve gallons. 
After the
